The dilemma o f what to do abo u t Palestine hasn’t 
been helped any by the newest United States mo v e— 
a pro po sal to abando n the United Natio ns partitio n 
pro ject in fav o r o f, * tempo rary tru steeship, pending 
reco nciliatio n between Jews and Arabs. 
It means the United States fav o rs shifting fro m 
o ne ho rn o f the dilemma to the o ther ho rn- wkth the 
djkm ma u nchanged. The dilemma, o f co u rse, is the 
irreco ncilable attitu de o f Jews and Arabs. Their dif­ 
ferences can’t be patched u p any easier with a tru s­ 
teeship than by the partitio n plan appro v ed by the 
United Natio ns assembly last No vember 
The pro po sal by the United States do es no t state, 
incidentally, what natio n wo u ld be respo nsible fo r the 
tempo rary tru steeship—whether Great Britain wo u ld

When the United Natio ns assembly appro v ed the

Selznick Wishes He Nev er 
Thought of “ Dream House”

HOLLYWOOD. March 22 — Pro ­ 
ducer David Selznick, who kno ws 
no thing abo ut a T-square, plunged 
into the '‘dream ho use" business to 
publicize his latest epic and wo und 
vp with a king-sized nightmare 
tbatll keep him fro m dreaming 
fo r a lo ng time. 
Selznick tho ught it wo uld be nice 
to make dream ho uses available 
to all. He wo uld have blue-prlnts 
drawn and get carpenters and in­ 
terio r deco rato rs in 100 majo r cities 
to wo rk o n duplicates. 
It had all kinds o f po ssibilities. 
Builders o n a budget co uld save 
architect's fees, and the RKO pic­ 
ture, "Mr. Blanding Builds 
His 
Dream Ho use,’* wo uld get a millio n 
bucks wo rth o f free publicity. 


But the thing started to backfire 
when RKO hired five architects 
and two draftsmen to draw up this

Freeing Stuck Windows 
For windows that lift freely in 
dry weather but stick on damp days, 
rub paraffin or beeswax in the 
grooves and work it down by mov­ 
ing the sash, if this is insufficient 
remove the moldings, or beads, and 
coat all friction surfaces with lin­ 
seed oil. It may be that the stop 
beads fit too snugly. Moving them 
is easy if they are nailed, but light 
planing may be better if they are 
held by screws. 
Do not fit the stop beads 
too 
closely, or the window will not be 
weathertight. If the window sash 


swells so that its 
sides 
bind 
against the pulley stile, the sash 
should be removed, lightly planed 
and coated with linseed oil, then 
waxed. 
Removal of the sash is necessary 
in replacing sash cords. Unscrew 
the pock et cover in the side of the 
frame and cut the new cord or 
chain a little longer than needed. 
Length can be adjusted 
at the 
window end. \ For correct 
length 
the sash weight will 
clear the bot­ 
tom of the box when the 
lower 
sash is raised and will not hit 
the 
pulley when the window is 
down. 
Chains are better than cords 
when 
replacement is needed. 


Repairing a Leaky Roof 
When a roof leak s prompt ac 
tion is req uired to avoid more ex­ 
tensive damage. 
It may be a 
risk y JoH, so don’t attem pt to 
walk on a steep roof without sup­ 
port of a strong rope. Still better, 
fasten firm hook s on the end of a 
ladder and hook it over the ridge. 


I If the attic is unfinished even 
the smallest holes can be seen from 
the inside on a bright day and 
wires or straw can be pushed through 
them to mark the leak s on the out­ 
side. Turn the hose on ttje roof and 
watch for 
drips 
from 
invisible 
leak s. 
A new shtngle or a piece of well 
painted tin can be slipped under 
the leak y shingle as a temporary 
measure. Various roofing compounds 
of fibrous bituminous material are 
made for sealing holes. 
The manu­ 
facturers usually supply complete in­ 
structions. 
W ithout experience, it may be 
best for the amateur to avoid slate 
roofs. Additional damage may be 
caused.

In the main line, wrap a cloth on a 
wrench to protect the finish and 
unscrew the top nut or cap below 
the handle. This allows the spindle 
to be unscrewed and tak en out.
